The Crusader Says 


Legislation recently, passed by the 
Great and General Court allows the 
towns of the Commonwealth to increase 
their debt 5% of the Town's valuation, 
to 10%. 

However, the situation is a little com- 
plicated a change, and cannot be merely 
for the wishing. 

In the first place, a committee, known 
as the State Finance Board must ap- 
prove, and they will not approve until 
certain regulations have been complied 
with. 

The School Committee has asked the 
Selectmen to take the necessary steps, 
in order that money be available for the 
new school, planned on Wi ldwood 
Street. 

The Selectmen have asked the Town 
Counsel for his opinion, and he has indi- 
cated that the best method is to first get 
a vote of the, town. However, if every- 
thing awaits this vote, other items may 
have changed, and this includes the in- 
terest rate for bonds. 

Banks which buy municipal bonds are 
sticklers for procedure. If, as some per- 
sons have advocated, the Selectmen go 
ahead without waiting for a town vote, 
the banks may find something to object 
to, and the town will be no better off. 

The Town Manager, with the advice 
and consent of the Selectmen, is now 
writing the State Finance Board, for 
advice on procedure, and he is also writ- 
ing to some of the Boston Banks, con- 
cerning Wilmington’s “Blue Book” 
status. 

The “Blue Book” is a survey of a 
town’s financial picture, by a bank, and 
costs in the neighborhood of $1000, In 
order to float any amount of bonds, such 
a “Blue Book” is necessary, for the bid- 
ding banks to refer to. The last time a 
“Blue Book” was determined, for Wil- 
mington, was in 1943, according to the 
best information that the TM can get. 

The whole business is somewhat com- 
plicated, and it may well be that the 
town will have to have two town meet- 
ings, in order to fully comply with all 
the requirements. 

The ‘Selectmen don’t like the idea of 
two town meetings, and they ate ex- 
ploring ways and means to try to ac- 
complish all the work in one meeting. 

Borrowing money is complicated busi- 
ness. The town will just have to grin 
and bear it, until the requirements are 
met. If we want a new school, and a 
new fire house, this is the method that 
will. have to be used, we have to borrow 
the ‘money, and if we have to borrow the 
money, we will have to comply with the 
State and Banking rules—or else!

POLITICS AND POWER SHORTAGES 


Officials in the Interior Department 
and other agencies of government are 
always forecasting that we're about to 
suffer severe electric power shortages 
in one section of the country or another. 
And the only way to avoid them and save 
our bacon, they argue, is to spend more 
millions and billions of our tax money 
for socialized electricity. 

It is a fact that most of the shortages 
have never appeared—due to the amaz- 
ing job the business-managed utilities 
have done in meeting record demand for 
service But, regarduess of that, the 
public should know that if and when we 
do suffer shortages, the blame can be 
laid squarely in the laps of socialist- 
minded politicians, 

To take one example, an Idaho utility 
wants to develap a large amount of 
hydro-power on the Snake River. But 
it hasn't been able to go ahead, because 
it is being fought tooth and nail by those 
who want the government to do the job 
with a $350 million tax-built dam, 

To take a second example, a group of 
New York utilities want to develop addi- 
tional power on the Niagara River, at a 
cost of several hundreds of millions. 
These utilitiés have also been blocked— 
by those who want the development to 
be carried on either by New York State 
or the federal government. 

Precisely the same thing’ has happen- 
ed in California, Virginia and elsewhere, 
when private enterprise, findnced with 
private money, has asked for the green 
light on projects which are needed, 
which would benefit farmer, manufac- 
turer, domestic consumer artd all others 
concerned—and which would create 
great sources of taxation instead of end- 
lessly swallowing taxes. 

The expansion of the business-manag- 
ed power industry is unparalleled. Just 
10 years ago the industry's capacity was 
37’ million kilowatts, By the end of 1954 
it is scheduled to reach more than 82 
million. And power actually costs less 
today than it did in 1942—which is true 
of almost no other service or commodity. 

Power shortages? There is no earthly 
reason why we should have them—ex- 
cept for polities. And if we do have them,

The transition from an un- 
tenable artificial economy to the law of 
supply and demand inexorably decreed 
by Nature; and the lavish spending of

Parts of the picture will 
be in focus and parts out of focus. 
To conclude: If the small horizon- 
tal lines are visable on your TV 
Screen, your TV set is in focus, 
If they aren't visable, the TV is 
out of focus.

If William Buck moved to this 
part of the country in 1635, as 
the Buck book states, then this 
is the oldest house in Middlesex 
County, or at least some of the 
timbers are. 

Tt is more probable that the 
house was built sometime about 
1680,\ or even 1685, at which time 
this Aart of the town was part of 
Reading (prior to 1652 it was part 
of Lynn.) It might even be pos- 
sible that the house was built 
about 1700. 

Ephraim Buck is known to’ have 
lived here, and it was in this house 
that his children were born, It 
was he who, in 1760, shot the last 
bear in Wilmington, down on 
Wildwood Street, on the other side 
of the brook, where he and his 
two grandsons, Ephraim and Na- 
than Buck had been cutting hay. 
Old Ephrraim used an ancient 
Queen Ann rifle, loaded with two 
bullets, to kill the bear, and that 
old, tradition has it that although 
the bear was killed by two bullets, 
every true son of Wilmington will 
always swear that the bear was 
killed by one BUCKS SHOT! 
Ephraim Jr. was Constable of 
Wilmington, at the time of the 


he paid the town taxes to the 
Colony, and not to the King, on 
December 20, 1774, six months be- 
fore the Battle of Lexington! 
Never again did the King get any 
money from Wilmington! 

The original Buck Farm was of

the Eames family in 1724. The 
hill which lies across from the 
Wilmington‘ Housing Authority is 
still known as Buck’s Hill, and is 
is probably safe to say that the 
Buck family owned everything 
within half a mile of the hill. 
The fork of the road, where Wo- 
burn Street and Wildwood Street 
has always been known as “Buck’s 
Corner,” although in the early 
1800’s it acquired another name 
“the city.” 

The last Buck to live in this 
house was John Henry Buck, in 
the 1920-30's. After it had passed 
out of the Buck family hands, the 
new owners renamed the place 
“Ox Bow Aeres™ and mounted a 
sign on the red barn, which stands 
behind the house, with the’ new 
name painted on it. 
It might have been Ox Bow 
Acres to the passing motorist, but 
it has always been the “Benjamin 
Buck House,” in the memory of 
the oldest person in Wilmington, 
Aunt Suzy Hale, who incidentally, 
can remember getting cookies) 
there, back in Civil War days, 
from her grandmother, who was 
housekeeper for Benjamin Buck.
